REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to yout Honorable Body, 
the thirty-seventh annual report on the Nortolk County Road 
System. 


At the January session of the County Council in 1958, a 
By-Law was passed and submitted to the Deparment of High- 
ways requesting the approval of an expenditure of $450,000.00 
on the County Road System. Notice was received that the De- 
partment would only subsidize on an amount of $396,000.00 
However, later in the year the Department authorized an 
expenditure supplementing this amount by an _ additional 
$35,000.00 which meant that the County would be subsidized 
cn $431,000.00

The estimates prepared and submitted to the County 
Council in April, 1953, were as nearly as possible carried out, 
with the exception of the completion of the connecting link in 
the Village of Port Dover with County Road No. 15. Due to the 
settlement taking place in the fill it was considered advisable 
to leave this work until 1954. Also two bad corners on Road 16, in 
the Township of Windham, were not proceeded with, as your 
Committee were unable to negotiate with the owners as to the 
value of the land to be acquired for the purpose of this work. 
It now appears that the County will have to expropriate the 
lands required.

ROAD NO. 7: Reduction of Grade—There was a dangerous 
condition at this point. In addition to the Grading, 1104 tons 
of Stone were applied and the surface oiled and patched. Total 
Cost $3,545.28. 


ROAD NO. 8: Grading and Gravelling on that part of the 
road north of King’s Highway No. 3 Approximately 10,000 yds. 
of dirt was moved in the Grading. 4,824 tons of Gravel were 
applied and the surface was treated with Calcium Chloride. 


ROAD NO. 9: Reduction of Grade north of Walsh Station. 
In addition to the grading work, 554 tons of Stone was applied. 
Due to the amount of traffic on this road it was necessary to 
construct a Mulch Job and 360 tons of Gravel and 2,714 gallons 
of Asphalt was used. Cost of Job completed $3,545.23. 


ROAD NO. 15: Diversion of two corners on this road in 
the Township of Townsend. Grading and stone applied cost 
$3,384.46. 


ROAD NO 15: Connecting Link at Port Dover and Road 
15 cost $1,806.51. 
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ROAD NO. 18: 4.6 miles of New Mulch 22’ wide, 10,405 tons 
of Gravel cost $9,642.07; 64,729 gal. of M.C.2 Asphalt, cost 
$11,974.89; cost of hauling Gravel $3,011.49; machine time and 
labour $3,374.10. Total cost $28,002.55, cost per mile $6,087.51, 
cost per sq. yd. 49.1 cents. 


ROAD NO. 18: Completion of 1952 Construction $1,795.49. 


ROAD NO. 22: Mulch Construction on the hills leading 
to the dock at Port Rowan cost $3,252.79. 


ROAD NO. 23: Grading and Gravelling 2.25 miles, gravel 
22 ft. wide. This was the completion of the work commenced in 
1952. 7,433 tons of Gravel $6,318.01; hauling $4,642.50; moving 
Hydro and Telephone Poles $2,118.07; Labor $1,561.98; Machine 
time $4,365.00; total cost $19,005.56. 


ROAD NO. 23: Grading, Stoning and Gravelling at what 
is known as Rogers Hill. This was a particularly bad road con- 
dition, very winding, and a short line of vision. Considerable 
difficulty was encountered in the west hill, due to a bad soil 
condition, not only trucks but bulldozers and earth movers buried 
into the mire. 600 ft. of Hel-cor pipe was installed to drain and 
stabalize the grade. 60 ft. of Pipe Arch 72 in. by 44 in. was 
installed on a concrete base as an extension of the existing 
culvert. 6 tenths of a mile of Grading was done, and 4,142 tons 
of Stone and Gravel were applied. Total cost $18,625.47.

BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION 


ROAD NO 38: A reinforced concrete rigid frame bridge with 
a span of 35 feet with a width of roadway of 30 feet between 
curbs. In the construction of this bridge the following materials 
were used:— 23,325 lbs. of reinforced steel, 1,468 bags of cement, 
210 tons of 3/4” stone and 890 tons of sand. In addition to the 
construction of the bridge it was necessary to construct a 
detour bridge to carry heavy trucks on this road—ioads as high 
as 28 tons of materials used the detour bridge. The old bridge 
was constructed on stone abutments with steel “I” beams made 
by the Lanarkshire Steel Co. of Scotland. Total cost of Con- 
struction, including fill, regrading, stoning and detour $13,829.73. 


ROAD NO 9: Overflow Bridge to supplement the main 
span over Big Creek. A reinforced concrete, double opening 
bridge made up of two 20-foot spans with a centre pier, 
length 60 feet going almost fence to fence on the 66-foot road 
allowance. A type of construction in the building of this bridge 
which saved the placing of a special detour bridge. The bridge 
was poured in two parts with a 20-foot section being built to the 
south side of the old wooden overtlow, the traftic using the over- 
flow bridge as a detour. The new section was allowed to cure 
and was opened to traffic, the old bridge was then removed and 
the balance of the bridge constructed. The new bridge contains 
the following materials: Reinforced Steel 23,132 Ibs, 1800 bags 
Cement, 200 tons of Stone, 378 tons of Sand. Total cost of 
Construction including Fill and Gravel to complete the roadway 
$12,045.28. 


ROAD NO. 15: A reinforced concrete structure with a 14- 
foot span 63 ft. long. The structure, like the Bridge on Road 9, 
was construced in two sections to eliminate a special detour 
bridge. The materials used, included 9,019 Ibs. of reinforcing 
steel, 1,005 bags of cement, 160 tons of stone and 186 tons ot 
sand. Cost of this job including all fill, widening and grading 
“4 of a mile roadway, stoning same, and building forms into 
sections which were used in other bridges, was $11,235.83.

TRAFFIC and SAFETY: 


The Honorable Minister of Highways has set up a Safety 
Organization within the Department of Highways and in some 
counties organizations have been formed and I am informed 
there will be a full discussion of this problem at the Ontario 
Good Roads Association. During 1953 the two County Trattic 
Officers attended 371 accidents on County and Township roads, 
there being 245 on County Roads and 126 on Township Roads. 
There were 185 collisions of two or more vehicles, 186 single 
vehicle accidents. There were 5 deaths due to accidents on 
County Roads and 3 deaths on Township Roads. 183 persons 
were injured, estimated damage to motor vehicles $132,350.00, 
estimated damage to other property, such as hydro and tele- 
phone poles, highway signs and fences $1,209.00. 201 accidents 
happened in daylight and 170 at dusk or dark. -The trattic 
officers travelled 47,657 miles in the performance of their 
cuties. 


The constant increase in traffic seems to have a bearing 
on the number of accidents, and by the use of traffic counters 
we obtain figures showing that the traffic is increasing consider- 
ably on certain of our County Roads. 


The following tabulation is a comparison of traffic on cer- 
tain roads taken in 1950 and 1953. The traffic counters were 
placed the same week in these years and approximately at 
the same point on the road.

The Walters 120 and the Walters 250 horse power trucks 
are now reserved for snow plowing. Up until a year or two ago 
they were used for mixing mulch or stabilization work but with 
the three power graders we are now able to dispense with these 
trucks for this type of work. 


The tar or asphalt distributor, purchased in 1948 has given 
excellent service and during 1953 applied 651,712 gallons ot 
bituminous material. Since the machine was purchased a total 
of 3,051,250 gallons has been distributed in various parts of 
the county. 


In addition to the work on the county roads your organiza- 
tion assisted with the work in the minor municipalities and also 
the rebuilding of the Long Point Road for the Department of 
Highways.

Considerable improvement has been made in the County 
Road System since I reported on the conditions of the roads in 
January, 1951, and the following is a brief report on the present 
conditions of the system. 


Road No. 1—Courtland Village to the west boundary of the 
County—Bituminous surfaced throughout; 2% miles of D.S.T., 
the balance of the road is mulch 20 ft. wide excepting in the 
business section of the Village of Courtland where the mulch 
is 24 feet wide. One reinforced concrete bride west of Court- 
land and one creosoted wooden structure east of Guysboro, 
both in good condition. 


Road No. 2—From the west boundary of the Township of 
Windham to the west limit of the Village of Waterford—Surtace 
is 3 miles of D.S.T. The balance of the road is mulch. The 
county is also responsible for the connecting link with this road 
in the Village of Waterford. There is a very narrow bridge at 
the pond west of Waterford; several accidents have occurred 
at this bridge. A steel bridge over Big Creek in the Township 
of Windham is narrow but the bridge is in good condition. Two 
narrow culverts on this road. 


Road No. 8—Waterford to Nober—2 miles of D.S.T., the 
balance mulch. The paved part is 20° wide with the exception 
of that portion between Townsend Centre and Villa Nova which 
averages about 17 feet. There are three reinforced concrete 
bridges, one built in 1950, one in 1952 east of Villa Nova, and 
ene in 1953 at Townsend Centre. These three bridges all have 
a width of 30 ft. between the curbs. 


Road No. 4—From Mabee’s Corners to Queen’s Highway 
No. 19—Mulch surface 22 ft. wide, one steel bridge on concrete 
abutments constructed in 1917 by the Township of Middleton. 
Consideration will have to be given to the abutments this year, 
as the south abutment is deteriorating at the bridge seat, which 
might allow the bridge to collapse. It might be well to consider 
building a bridge of shorter span and making a fill and dispos- 
ing of e steel bridge which is quite narrow and at the foot of 
two hills.

Road No. 5—From Road 1 to Road No. 9 on the Town Line 
between Middleton and Houghton, North and South Walsing- 
ham and Houghton—3 miles of D.S.T., 4.5 miles of mulch and 
5.5 miles of stabilization. 1.5 miles of this stabilization has been 
surfaced with mulch. The southerly 3.6 miles of this road was 
mulched this year and this completed the bituminous surtacing 
of this road. The portion of this road between Road 7 and 
Road 9 was taken on to the Road System in 1927 so it has taken 
26 years to complete. 


From Queen’s Highway No. 6 to the easterly limit of the 
County—This road has a narrow stone base, with a surtace 
treatment of bituminous material. In 1952 the easterly mile 
was reconstructed and the bituminous extended to 21 feet. This 
is a heavily travelled road in the summer season and considera- 
tion should be given to some more reconstruction. 


Road No. 7—From Simcoe to Houghton Centre, passing 
through the Gore of Woodhouse, the Townships of Charlotte- 
ville, North Walsingham and Houghton. This road is the 
second longest road on the ‘County Road System. It is bitu- 
minous surfaced throughout its entire length. There are two 
narrow sections on this road, one in Charlotteville, about one 
mile in length, and one mile in North Walsingham, east ot the 
east quarter line, about one mile long. The balance of the sur- 
faced portion is 20 feet wide. One reinforced concrete bridge 
over Big Creek, 76 foot span and 27 feet between the curbs; 
one narrow structure west of Langton and one narrow structure 
south of Fairground in Houghton Township. 


Road No. 8—From Road No. 9 to the boundary line between 
Norfolk and Oxford Counties—Bituminous surfaced from Road 
No. 9 to Queen's Highway No. 8. The balance of the road 
north of No. 3 Highway was graded and gravelled in 1953, and 
a mulch surface can now be applied to this portion. On the 
three concessions from Langton to South Middleton there is a 
narrow mulch surface. The top was applied in 1929 and 1930, 
is quite bumpy and should be reconstructed. There are two 
narrow bridges south of Langton, one over Big Creek and an 
overflow bridge on Big Creek flats. These are both steel bridges 
on concrete abutments. 
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Road No. 9—This road is the longest County Road on the 
system, being 33 miles long, passing from Queen's Highway 
24 in the Township of Woodhouse, to the west boundary of the 
county in the Township of Houghton—At certain points this 
road carried the most traffic on the county road system, especi- 
ally in the summer months. It is bituminous surface through- 
out, with the exception of one quarter of a mile at Clear Creek. 
This portion of the road cannot be constructed until a new 
bridge is built over Clear Creek. There are two concrete struc- 
tures west of Port Rowan that are very narrow with a steel 
bridge over Big Creek. There is now a new overflow bridge 
constructed during 1953 on the Big Creek flats. 


Road No. 10—From Highway No. 3, south of Delhi, to Road 
No. 7, at Pine Grove Church, then from Road No. 7 passing 
along the Town Line between the Township of North Walsing- 
ham and Charlotteville to Road 9—Surface consists mostly of 
D.S.T., some mulch patches and .8 miles of asphalt and sand 
stabilization. 


Road No. 11—This road is the middle line of Charlotteville 
and then the angling road to the top of Turkey Point Hill. It 
is a mulch road varying in width from 20 to 22 feet in width. 


Road No. 12—From Road No. 9 to the Lake at Port Ryerse 
—Laid originally as a D.S.T. road but is now partly mulched. 
An old wooden bridge at Port Ryerse which needs replacing 
as it is narrow and dangerous, only fit for car traftic. 


Road No. 183—From the county boundary between Oxford 
and .Norfolk, thence easterly to the middle line of Windham and 
north to the Village of Kelvin—Bituminous surfaced. There 
are two narrow structures on this road. 


Road No. 14—From Queen’s Highway No. 8 at the Village 
of Delhi, following the Talbot Road easterly and northerly to 
the county boundary, south of Scotland.—This road is bitumin- 
ous surfaced with three different types of surface, D.S.T., mulch, 
and two miles of stabilization.

Road No. 15—The middle line of the Townships ot 
Townsend and Woodhouse—This road is bituminous surtaced. 
The north four concessions in Townsend are narrow and should 
be regraded and new mulch applied. From Townsend Centre 
to Renton the mulch surface is narrow. South of Renton there 
are two narrow structures which will have to be rebuilt. A 
new bridge was constructed in 1953, two miles south of Renton. 


Road No. 16—From Queen’s Highway No. 3 to County 
Road No, 2 and from County Road No. 2 to Road 13—Bitumi- 
nous surfaced throughout. The surface is narrow with the 
exception of one concession north of Teeterville. There is 
one very narrow bridge over the dam at the Teeterville Pond. 


Road No. 17—From Queen’s Highway 24 to Bealton and 
then south to Villa Nova—Bituminous surtace. There are two 
narrow structures on this road, one immediately south of Villa 
Nova Milk Products Co-Operative. This should be replaced 
this year, and one south of Bealton. 


Road No. 18—From Highway 24 to the north boundary of 
the County—That part of this road south of County Road No. 2 
was constructed with a mulch surface in 1929 and 1930. It is 
narrow in places. One new structure is required at the Murray 
Drain. North of Road No. 2 this portion of the road was taken 
over as a county road in the latter part of 1948. This road has 
been graded, culverts lengthened and mulch surface 22’ wide 


has been applied. 


Road No. 19—From the west limit of the Town otf Simcoe 
to No. 8 Highway—A concrete pavement constructed in 1929. 
One mulch patch has been applied west of the bridge at Kent 
Creek. Cedar Street and Maple Street are a connecting link 
with this road and the county has certain obligations in this 
regard. 


Road No. 20—The Indian Line at the north-east corner of 
the Township of Townsend—This is a gravel and stone road. 
There is a bridge at Courtnage’s Mill; this bridge is narrow 
and should be rebuilt and the road straightened at this point. 
Construction on‘this road can only be proceeded with after the 
Six Nations’ Council agrees to it. 
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Road No. 21—Leading from Road No. 9 at St. Williams to 
the St. Williams dock—This road is mulched. 


Road No. 22—From Road No. 9, passing through the Vil- 
lage of Port Rowan to the gate at Long Point Road—The north 
end of this has a narrow surface, also at the west end of the vil- 
lage the road is narrow. One narrow structure and one narrow 


bridge. 


Road No. 23—From Road No. 10 passing through the Vil- 
lage of Lynedoch, then westerly to Road No. 8—The road trom 
Wyecombe to Road No. 8 has been graded and gravelled and 
is ready for a mulch surface. The Rogers Hill has been improv- 
ed. There is 1.6 miles east of Wyecombe where grading is 
required. There is a narrow bridge in Lynedoch and the road 
east of Lynedoch is narrow and will require widening. 


Road No. 24—From County Road No. 9 passing through 
Charlotteville, South Walsingham and Houghton to Fairground 
—This road was assumed as a county road in December, 1948. 
A mulch .7 of a mile, at the Provincial Forestry Station, has been 
applied. A reinforced concrete bridge over Big Creek was con- 
structed in 1952. There are two narrow structures in Houghton 
Township and one narrow bridge at the Venison Creek which 
will have to be replaced when this portion of the road is con- 
structed. Wherever possible the gravelled portions of the road 
have been oiled to allay the dust nuisance and to preserve the 
gravel. 


In addition to the roads assumed as county roads, the 
county is responsible for the construction and maintenance of 
certain boundary line bridges. These bridges are under the 
jurisdiction of the County Road System and are subsidized by 
the Department of Highways in the same manner as bridges on 
county roads. These bridges were inspected in January, 1953, 
by W. C. McDowell and Wm. Myerscough and the County Road 
Committee inspected these bridges in November, 1953. 


This report lists these bridges along with their structural 
condition, in January, 1953. Repair work has been carried out 
on some of these bridges since then, but there still is a great 
deal of work required to accommodate up-to-date traffic.

The appeal from the Department of Agriculture, Live 
Stock Branch, for a contribution to the Ontario Live Stock 
Protective Association be referred to the Agriculture Commit- 
tee 


A request from Norfolk County Chamber of Commerce 
that a Forest Fire Prevention Act similar to that in force in 
New Ontario be passed to cover Old Ontario, be endorsed by 
a similar request to the Ontario Department of Lands and For- 
ests; this to be referred to the Reforestation Sub-Committee. 


No action taken on the Resolution from Simcoe County 
Council re an increase to 75% on Provincial Subsidy for con- 
struction costs. 


Resolution from Simcoe County Council was endorsed re- 
questing the Provincial Government to pass the necessary 
amending legislation to provide for reimbursing Counties tor 
the indemnity and mileage of jurors attending Supreme Court 
sittings. 


No action taken on the Resolution from the County of 
Grey Agricultural Committee commending the policy carried 
out by the Ontario Hog Producers Association. 


No action taken on the Resolution of the County of Grey 
recommending that the Federal Government provide a_ Nat- 
ional Health Plan contributory or otherwise without further 


delay. 
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No action taken on the Resolution from the County of Grey 
that we petition our Ontario and Canadian Departments of 
Agriculture to give immediate consideration and take positive 
action, in the various Departments concerned, to develop a 
vigorous Policy on Marketing Farm Products. 


Resolution from the County of Waterloo was _ endorsed 
recommending that operators of tractors on highways be  re- 
quired to be possessors of car operators licenses. 


No action taken on the Resolution from the County of 
Hastings re distribution of surplus food to countries in need. 


No action taken re membership of The Ontario Associa- 
tion of Rural Municipalities or attendance at Convention in 
March. 


No action taken re membership or attendance of the 
County Council Section of Ontario School Trustees’ and Rate- 
payers’ Association. 


That the membership fee of $10.00 be paid the Ontario 
Association of Managers of Homes for Aged and that the 
County Home Committee and the Manager and Superintend- 
ent of the County Home attend the Convention.

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BY-LAW No. 958 


A By-Law to provide for the total 1954 expenditure on the 
County Road System established under The Highway Im- 
Bree Act and on county bridges in the County of Nor- 
olk. 


WHEREAS The Highway Improvement Act requires that 
the total expenditure on county roads and bridges be provided 
for annually by county by-laws and that the by-law be  sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Highways for approval. 


AND WHEREAS the expenditure for the said purposes 
last year was $414,643.79 which required a levy of 4.8 mills on 
the assessment of $44,704,000.00. . 


AND WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the 
said County desires to expend for the said purposes this year 
$450,000.00 for which it is prepared to levy an estimate of 4.3 
mills on the assessment of $49,725,200.00. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the said 
County enacts as follows: 


(1) The sum of $450,000.00 is hereby appropriated trom 
moneys raised by levy, debentures and government subsidy 
for total expenditure upon construction and maintenance of 
the roads and bridges under its jurisdiction during the year 
1954 as follows:

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(2) The said moneys shall be expended under the super- 
vision of the .duly appointed county road superintendent and 
on work performed in accordance with The Highway Improve- 
ment Act. 


(3) The clerk shall transmit duplicate copies of this by-law 
to the district office of the Municipal Roads Branch, Depart- 
ment of Highways.

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BY-LAW No. 959 
A By-Law to authorize the borrowing of $600,000.00. 


WHEREAS THE Council of the Corporation of the Coun- 
ty of Norfolk, deem it necessary to borrow the sum ot Six 
Hundred Thousand Dollars, to meet, until the levies are col- 
lected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for the year 
1954, the amount being less than seventy per cent. of the re- 
venues for 1953. 


AND WHEBEAS the total amount of revenues of the Cor- 
poration as set out in the financial statement for 1953, not in 


cluding revenues from borrowings and issue of debentures is 
$881,251.31. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount heretofore authorized 
to be borrowed for the year 1954 for the purposes mentioned 
in Sub-Section 341 of The Municipal Act is $600,000.00 of 
which the Corporation has not already borrowed any sum. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk hereby enacts as follows: 


1. The Warden and Treasurer are hereby authorized on 
behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time to time by way 
of promissory notes from the Bank of Montreal, or from such 
other source to the best interests of the County, a sum not ex- 
cant in the aggregate $600,000.00 to meet, until the levies 
are collected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for 
the year, including the amount required for purposes mention- 
ed in Sub-Section (1) of the said Section 341, and to give on 
behalf of the Corporation to the Bank or other persons a prom- 
issory note or notes, sealed with the Corporate Seal and signed 
by them for the moneys so borrowed with interest at the rate 
not exceeding four and one-quarter per cent. (4%4%) per an- 
num, which may be paid in advance or otherwise. 
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2. All sums borrowed from the said bank or other sourc 
es for any or all of the purposes mentioned in said Section 341, 
shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the whole of the 
revenues of the Corporation for the current year and for all 
preceding years, as and when revenues are received. 


3. The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
apply in payment, of all sums borrowed pursuant to the auth- 
ority of this By-Law, as well as all other sums borrowed in 
this year and any previous years from the said bank or other 
persons for any and all of the purposes mentioned in said Sec- 
tion 341, together with interest thereon, all of the moneys here- 
after collected, or received on account or realized in respect of 
the levies for the current years and preceding years, and all 
the money collected, or received from any other source, which 


may lawfully be applied for such purposes.

3. That the said weed inspector shall hold oftice during 
the pleasure of the council and until this by-law is rescinded. 


4, That by-law No. 855 is hereby rescinded, and

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BY-LAW No. 964 


A By-Law to list the regulations to control By-Law No. 
957, being a By-Law to restrict and regulate the cutting ot 
trees in the County of Norfolk. 


WHEREAS, By-Law No. 957 requires that regulations be 
made to control the cutting of trees recited in the said By-Law. 


THEREFORE the following shall be the regulations for 
By-Law No. 957: 


1. When in the opinion of the Council of the County of 
Norfolk circumstances exist which warrant the cutting of trees 
under the sizes as mentioned in By-Law No. 957, the said 
Council may authorize the cutting of such undersized trees. 


2. Any person wishing to cut or remove any undersized 
trees listed in By-Law 957 shall make such request in duplicate 
on the form provided by the Council, and on completion of 
the said form it shall be mailed or given to the Clerk, who 
shall forthwith give one copy to the Chairman of The Trees 
Conservation Commission for the Commission’s recommenda- 
tion to the County Council. The said Council shall make the 
final decision and shall state whether refused, or all or part of 
the request is granted. 


3. When a permit to cut trees is granted to a person, he 
shall receive a card, stating that a permit has been given to 
cut trees on a certain location under the supervision of The 
Trees Conservation Commission of the County of Norfolk and 
signed by the Clerk. This card shall be posted in a_ conspic- 
uous location at the place the cutting operation is being carried 
on.

4. In the operation of cutting or removing any trees, no 
person shall unnecessarily injure undersized trees adjacent 
thereto.
